Anarchistic Bry an Methods 


E ditor T e l e g r ap h : 
It is p robably 
true th a t a democrat orator in 
eorg ia 
is making many converts to Bry an by 
telling Bap tists th a t if McKinley is 
re 
elected he will have cong ress p ass a 
law abolishing bap tism by immersion. 
Lee county has hundreds of p eop le, 
some p reachers among them, who be­ 
lieve a more absurd story . A few y ears 
ag o Evang elist Touser held revival 
meeting s in Sublette. 
In his tem p er­ 
ance sermon he averred th a t "if we 
could g et a p rohibition p resident, in 
three months time there would not be 
an op en saloon in the county . 
T he 
p resident wouldn’t allow it." 
At the p olitical rally at Franklin 
Grove one Sunday last Aug ust, both 
Dickie and Howard said substantially 
the same. 
N either of these noted 
sp eakers hinted th a t the enforcement 
of state laws would do any 
g ood; but 
the one imp ortant thing to be done was 
to p ut p lenty of the rig ht kind of little 
white p ap ers into the ballot box at the 
nex t election; to eiect a p rohibition 
p resident and the saloon would g o. 
The Georg ia orator reasons th a t the 
p resident cannot abolish immersion 
without the aid of cong ress. 
Dickie 
and Howard took the p eop le of Lee 
county to be such block-heads that they 
could m ake them believe that the p res­ 
ident alone could crush the liquor tra f­ 
fic. 
I wrote Mr. Howard, enclosing a 
return envelop e, asking him to ex p lain 
where our national g overnment g ot its 


Richard Crokor, the notorious T a m ­ 
many boss who entertained Bry an r e ­ 
cently , say s: 
My advice to democratic voters the 
country over is to cong reg ate about the 
p olling p laces on th e evening of elec­ 
tion day , count noses, and then, if the 
election returns for Bry an don't tally 
with their count, to g o into the p olling 
p laces and throw those 
fellows in
